4. Remittances into and payments from the Fond, — Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Superior Civil Services (India Provident Fund) (Sterling 
Accounts) Rules, 1934, on and after the commencement of these rules, all 
remittances into and payments from the Fund shall be made in India and in 
rupees: 

Provided that, where the payee is of non-Indian domicile, payment from the 
Fund may be made, through the High Commissioner of India in' the United 
Kingdom either in the sterling minimum or in rupees converted into sterling at 
such rate of exchange as the President may by order prescribe. 
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5., Decision of questions. — If any question arises relating to the interpretation 
of these rules, it shall be referred to the Central Government whose decision 
thereon shall be final.
